m their infancy. The rule among physicians is that children should never 
receive opiates in tho smallest doses for more than e day at a time, and 
only then if unavoidable.

decried, ami the druggist should not be a party to it. Children who are ill 
need the attention of a physician, and it is nothing less than a crime to 
dose them willfully with narcotics.

the high cost of living. Even those 
who are obliged to live in apartments 
or flats may, with a little work, raise 
a variety of good tilings. A barrel has 
proven n good garden for strawber¬ 
ries, and it has also grown cucumbers 
and radishes. Cucumbers may be 
grown on n rack, and if well watered j 
will grow quite a crop. Fill the barrel 
with well-rotted horse manure, and be 
sure to water the ground, not the ; 
plant.

Mock Oysters. —Cut pieces* of veal 
into oyster-sized pieces; pound until 
well broken ; dip in eggs and crumbs 
and fry in fat. Serve with toast. 

Ham Souffle. —Take a cup of cold 
chopped ham, one-lialf cup of bread 
crumbs, three eggs, salt and pepper 
and one pint of milk. Beat the eggs, 
mix with the Ingredients and bake 20 
minutes In a moderately hot oven. 

Minced veal, cooked, or dried beef 
shredded added to a white sauce and 
served over toast is another good dish. 
Serve with tomato sauce. 

Calf’s Heart.—Wasli the heart, re¬ 
move the tough portions, stuff with a 
highly seasoned stuffing and hake two 
or three hours. It may tie parboiled 
for on hour then baked, using the 
liquor to haste the meat and to make a 
gravy. Serve with boiled onion. 

Veal Croquettes. —Put a pint of veal 
through a meat grinder, add n table- 
spoonful of stilt, a tablespoonful of 
lemon juice and a generous sprinkling 
of paprika. Melt three tablespoonfuls 
of butter, add two tablespoonfuls of 
finely minced onion, three tnblespoon- 
fuls of flour and three-fourths of a cup 
of veal stock or milk. Cook together 
five minutes, add two well-beaten 
eggs; stir until well mixed. Mix with 
the veal and cook. Shape, allowing a 
tablespoonful for each croquet. Dip 
in egg and crumbs, and fry in deep 
fat. Serve with a white sauce if de¬ 
sired. 

Sausages baked on top of creamed 
potatoes makes another nice change 
from the ordinary method of serving.

When preparing lintn- 
burger steak add a cup- 
ful of cooked oatmeal to 
a pound of the meat, it 
does not lessen its at¬ 
tractiveness or its nourishment, hut 
it does decrease the cost as it goes 
much farther in serving. A little 
scraped onion and n pinch of cloves 
will vary the usual seasoning of salt 
and pepper. 

If you have opportunity to notice 
ttie meat hills of the cook who buys 
meats which take little time to pre¬ 
pare. like steaks, cutlets and chops, 
you will find that they are much lar¬ 
ger than those of the cook who buys 
pot roasts, stews, soup meat and the 
cheaper cuts.

A sport cape which Is comparative¬ 
ly new and which will interest many 
women is fashioned of channellette.

These boards should he 
about 8 inches wide nnd their length 
should be slightly less than that of 
the runners of the drag. 

The chain by means of which the 
drag is drawu should be about s feet 
long and it* links should be made 
of three-elghths-inch steel. On light 
drags two trace chains may be used 
for this purpose. 

Many road drags constructed as 
above described, without nictal-cuttiug 
edges or other modifications, have been 
j very satisfactorily used where the con- 
1 dltlons were favorable. It is evident. 

however, that such drags are effective 
! only on comparatively soft road sur¬ 
faces, and to diminish this limitation 
und also lo increase the life of the 
drag It i> very desirable to provid • 
a nietnl-cu'tlng edge for the front rou- 
: ner. An •'xeellent edge of tbi> kind 
may be made from a sirip of Iron or 
steel about uue-fourth inch thick and 
about four Inches wide, and even old 
wagon tires or wornout grader blades 
have been very satisfactory.
